HALE FOR SPAIN 


ADOPTION OF RESOLLU- 
TIONS WOULD BRING WAR. 


—_——- 


Opposes Offensive Interference by the 
United States in Foreign Questions 
—Does Not Think Inflammatory As- 
sertions Made Senators Were 
Justified by the Facts—Motion to 
Postpone Debate Tl ntil April 6 Will 
Come Up Today in the Senate.

Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Special. ]-- 
it was ‘standing room only ” in the United 
States Senate today on account of the an- 
nouncement the Cuban question would be 
taken up. Nota seat was vacant in the public 
galleries, and the women almost exceeded 
the meninnumber. The interest manifested 
in the possible action of the Senate was 
shown by crowded condition of the 
Aiplomatic gallery, which usually shows an 
array of empty seats. Minister Hatch of 
Hawali was an early visitor, and other mem- 
bers of the legation followed him, showing 
the interest which was felt in the Pacific re- 
public for the struggle for freedom of the 
West Indian island. Germany was repre- 
sented by its Secretary of KMmbassy, Baron 
von Kettler, and France by the Am bassa- 
dor, M. Patenotre, as well as by M. Jules 
Re@fve, the Chancellor and attaché, while 
Minister Mendonca of Brazil, who is an en- 
thusiastic supporter of the Cuban revolu- 
tionists, had a front seat as usual, and fol-

lowed the proceedings carefully. 

The foreign flavor in the diplomatic gallery 
was still further added to by Mr. Ho, the 
Secretary, and Mr. Chung, the translator 
and attaché of the Chinese Legation, whose 
flowing robes and gray Oriental colors at- 
tracted general attention. 

linte Opposes the Resolutions, 

The debate in the Senate was hardly a de- 
bate, for it consisted of an able speech by 
Senator Hale of Maine, in which he explained 
his reasons for voting against the Cuban 
resolutions. He took the New England idea 
that not only was the trouble in Cuba merely 
an insurrection, but any intervention on the 
part of the United States would result ina 
disastrous war. 

The Senator declared against offensive in- 
terferetice by the United States In foreign 
He brought out the kindly ac- 
tion of Spain at the time of our civil war, 
when Eritish built privateers were prev¢ ntec 
from remaining for any length of time in 
Spanish ports, and when American prisoners 
were aboard they were released by Spanish 
orders. 

Condition of Affairs in INTO. 

Mr. Hale not think the inflammatory 
assertions made by Senators in justifying 
the resolutions were backed up by facts. In 
ISTO this condition of affairs existed and an 
effort was madé to involve the United States 
in the c rsy. At that time the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, presided over 
by Gen. Banks, reported a similar resolution. 

tut, fortunately for the cause of peace and 
progr said Mr. Hale, a man was then in 
the President’s chair whose love of liberty 
and patriotism was certainly equal to that of 
any of the members of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations: a man who knew the rea! 
meaning of war—Gen. Grant. The message 
Gen. Grant sent to Congress Was as pertinent 
today as it was at that time, and it Was an 
unanswerable plea against the present reso- 
lutions. 

Criticitam of De Lome. 

A dramatic incident occurred when Mr. 
Hale offered to read the statement of Minis- 
ter de Lome of Spain calling in qué stion the 
accuracy of some of the statements made 
by Senators Sherman, Morgan, and Lodge 
concerning Spanish atrocities. Mr, Davis 
of Minnesota objected to the reception of a 
document from a foreign Minister not form- 
ally transmitted. Mr. Mitchell of Oregon, 
Mr. Morgan, and Mr. Teller added their pro- 
test. Tor a time there was some confusion, 
but the serenity of the debate was restored 
by Mr. Davis’ withdrawai of his objection. 

It is expected that the debate tomorrow 
will continue to have animated phases. Mr. 
Hoar offered a resolution today postponing 
all action on the Cuban question until Apri! 
6. This resolution will come up urder the 
rules tomorrow, and may form the basis of 
opposition to an adoption of the House con- 
Le@rence paper. . 

Another resolution by Mr. Hioar was adopt- 
ed calling on the Prestd: for all available 
information on the Cuban subject. 

Gen. Grant's Action. 

Portions of President Grant’s message 
were read from the desk. Mr. Hale said the 
insurgents now fighting in Cuba had no 
Levislature, no c@urts, ne organization such 
as Gen. Grant had set forth as absolutely 
requisité to the recognitiors of a state of 
war. ** Their power,” he said, * is seated in 
straggling bands, occupying. straggling 
camps, and to this.day not only have the 
insurgents not won a battle, but they have 
not tought in anything worthy of the name 
of a battle.’’ 

Mr. Hale compared the condition in Spain 
with that in the South, when the Confed- 
eracy was recognized. He said the Confed- 
eracy was completely organized, with full 
legislative and executive branches, estab- 
lished courts, a formidable army and navy. 
And yet at that time the State Department, 
presided over by Mr. Seward, urged and pro- 
tested to European powers against even a 
limited recognition of the Confederacy, and 
always insisted on the rescinding of that 
recognition. 
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** Did Spain ever rescind?” interjected Mr. . 


Mitchell of Oregon. 
Spain in the Rebellion. 


Mr. Hale said he was glad to hear this. in- 
quiry as it allowed an answer to those who 
seemed to think Spain was less friendly to 
us than other powers at the time of the 
civil war. No nation, he declared, had 
showed the friendly disposition Spain had 
shown at that time. 

Mr. Hale said the only explanation for the 
public and press clamor against Spain was 
that the country and Congress had been 
falsely and mendacious!ly misled with con- 
ditions which did not exist: 

Mr. Hale, referring to the assertions made 
concerning atrocities committed by Gen. 
Wevler, said it had since been shown that 
this was an ingenious effort to fasten onthe 
Spanish-Cuban situation of today events 
of fifteen years ago. But the alleged events 
were mendacious fabrications, fiction from 
beginning to end, set up by somebody to 
distort public feeling. 

De Lome's Act Diplomatic. 

Mr. Hale said the Spanish Minister's state- 
ment concerning the inaccurate representa- 
tions against Spain was not surprising in 
view of the attacks on Spain. The Minister 
had done this fittingly and diplomatically. 

When Mr. Hale sent the Spanish Minis- 
ter’s statement to the clerk’s desk to be 
read Mr. Teller of Colorado said the objec- 
tion to the Minister’s statement was not 
based on its offensiveness to the Senate, but 
to the established rules that any communi- 
cation from a foreign Minister mtsst come 
through the channels of the State Depart- 
ment. 

When the Spanish Minister’s communica- 
tion had been read Mr. Morgan asked that 
the reply of the CubanSecretary of the lega- 
tion be read, but Mr. Hale 4eclined, saying 
it would be read-in the time of some other 
Senator. -Continuing, Mr. Hale sent to the 
desk and had read a communication to the 
New York World from Dr. William Shaw, 
Bowen a communication ‘ not concocted in 
the organs of the insurrection,’’ but writtes1 
by a man ‘“‘ compelled to tell the truth,” ina 
newspaper whose sympathies” were. with 
the insurgents, but was broad enough to 
print both sides. The extract referred to 
Gen. Weyler as a “ greatly traduced man” 
who had been ‘“ systematically attacked ”’ 
by the enemies of the Spanish cause. This 
communication, “ extracted from an unwill- 
ing witness,"’ Mr. Hale said. he would place 
against anything written by the Cubans in 
this city. 

Reads News Dispatches. 

He also read from current news dispatches 
of the burning by the insurgents of thirteen 
towns and the destruction of tobacco, and 
of the inhabitants wandering helpless and 
starving through the country. ‘* These,”’ 
said he, “ are the methods adopted to defeat 
Spain. 

“ Here,” he continued, “‘ are the exalting 
details in a newspaper which sympathizes 
with the insurgents, Liberty,’”’ he added, 
“does not fight its battles in that way. 
Freedom often springs from prison bars, 
from buring lips—aye, from its own ashes— 
but not such horror, and conflagration, and 
devil's work. Thie heart stirred by theetory 
of Bunker Hill turns with loathing from 
such tales as these. It is not war but in- 
cendiarism, destruction by the torch, mur- 
der, and outrage. It is the wildest stroke of 
savagery. I will never vote to give aid and 
comfort to leaders whose exploits are thus 
chronicled. 

“There is another side,” Mr. Hale was 
proceeding to say when Senator Sherman 
interrupted him and asked how long we 
_— to allow this state of affairs to con- 


What Europe's Diplomats Were Told, 


“ That,”’ replied Mr. H “is the sam 
question which was put to the diplesnatiota 


of Europe during the war of the rebellion. 
Whenever our arms sustained a reverse they 
were asked whether that did not disclose a 
state of war. That was the great burden 
which rested most heavily on those then at 
the head of our affairs. ‘That question gave 
a stoop to the tall shoulders of Lincoln, it 
weighed most anxiously upon the able Sew- 
ard, and broke down the lion-hearted Stan- 
ton. The answer to it is to be found in the 
instructions of Secretary Seward.”’ 

“ But,” interposed Mr. Sherman, “ Spain, 
England, and France had acknowledged the 
belligerency of the Confederacy before a 
single battle was fought in language iden- 
tical with that in the first of these resolu- 
tions.’”’ 

‘‘T am not speaking of belligerency,’ 
plied Mr. Hale, “but of independepce. 
Seward's answer was that the United Sites 
was engaged in one of the most hercviean 
tasks in the annals of the world. Charles 
‘F. Adams, at ‘the Court of St. James, and 
our Minister to France were instructed to 
say that the United States would suppress 
the rebellion, but in a way to be selected by 
us, and that no foreign power would be al- 
lowed to interfere.”’

ANTI-AMERICAN RIOT AT BILBAO. 


Police Are Swept Aside and American 
Consulate Is Attacked. 

Bilbao, Spain, March %.—There! was 
ether anti-American riot here yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and it was of greater importance 
than the previous so-called patriotic dis- 
turbances, caused by the action of the C 
gress of the United States in regard to Cuba. 

About 12,000 people took part this after- 
noon in the popular demonstration, Theex- 
citement was started by a group jof young 
men at a street corner who began cheer- 
ing every soldier who passed by. Their con- 
duct was soon imitated by other groups of 
people until every soldier seen was cheered 
by the crowds. Some musicians who re- 
fused to repeat the national anthem were 
hustled, beaten, and otherwise maltreated. 

The excitement increased and _ riotous 
groups formed in the main streets, cheering 
for Spain and denouncing the United States. 
The authorities did everything possible to 
maintain order. Almost the entire police 
force was turned out as soon asthe populace 
assumed a threatening aspect, and the riot- 
ers were dispersed again andagain, Event- 
ually, however, the mob became so numer- 
ous and excited the police were almost help- 
less. After the first demonstrations of sym- 
pathy with the army the crowds had armed 
thernselves with sticks and cudgels, and 
their numbers were so great the police were 
swept aside and an 
ered on the leading thoroughfare and 
marched towards the residence of the United 
States Consul, shouting ‘‘Long live Spain!’ 
‘* Down with the Yankees!” 

On their way to the Consul’s residence 
they hurled stones through the Windows of 
stores and private residences, overturned a 
number of vehicles, pulled several mounted 
policemen from their horses, and generally 
behaved in the most threatening Manner. 
Stores dealing in American goods received 
the most aitention from the mob, and the 
windows of the Consul’s house were badly 
shattered, although the police defended the 
building. 

The mob then proceeded in the direction of 
the United States Consulate, evidently in- 
tending to stone that building as well. But 
the authorities had taken the precaution to 
send a strong force of police to guard that 
building, and another detachment of police 
was stationed across the streets leading to 
the consulate. Therefore, when the mob 
neared the United States Consulate it was 
confronted by«¢he police with drawn swords. 
The mob halted, and then began pelting the 
police most vigorously with stones and pieces 
of brick. The police, however, held their 
ground, and a.squad of the officers charged 
the rioters. The latter began firing pistols 
at the policemen, two of whom were wound- 
ed. This caused the police to charge ina 
body, and, using their swords with good ef- 
fect, the rioters were dispersed, yelling and 
hooting at the authorities and shouting: 
“Down with the Yankees!’’ and “ Long live 
Spain!’ 

The police, who made a number of arrests, 
experienced considerable difficulty in es- 
corting their prisoners to the depot. During 
the whole of the afternoon there was more 
or less disturbance. It was decided to keep 
both the police proper and the gendarmes 
confined to barracks untili further orders, 
as there seemed to be danger of another 
outbreak. 

The United States Consulate is now guard- 
ed by a strong detachment of gendarmes 
armed with carbines, revolvers, and swords, 
and they have instructions to protect the 
consulate at any cost. 

A report found currency today that the 
United States Minster, Mr. Taylor, had left 
Madrid, but this proved to be wholly with- 
out fouridation. A dispatch from Havana 
says the insurgents are in a demoralized 
condition, and are seeking flight towards 
the eastward portion of the island. .

Young Man from McHenry Ceunty, Il., 
Who Thought There Was a Chance

Nunda, Ill., March 9.—{[Special.J—Walt2r 
Grant Dygert, who hails from McHenry 
County and is now imprisoned in Cuba, !s 
the oldest son of Judson Dygert, who lived at 
Nunda until eight or ten years ago, at that 
time removing to Southern Illinois and a few 
years later returning to McHenry County 
and settling in Greenwood, where he is now 
located. 

Judson Dygert is one of the wealthiest 
farmers in the State and has several sons, 
all of whom, with the exception of Walter, 
are enterprising farmers. 

Walter, until 18 vears of age, assisted his 
father on the farm. Then fora little more 
than a year he attended school at the neigh- 
boring Town of Woodstock. 

As he was driving to town.to his school 
duties with his father one Monday morning 
Six years ago he suddenly announced his in- 
tention of going West to seek his fortune in 
the gold mines of Montana. His father 
finally persuaded him to delay his start until 
that evening in order that his mother might 
be brought to him to say good-by. 

With such brief notice he left home. He 
Spent six years in mining, school teaching, 
and buying ‘horses for shipment East. Last 
fall he returned to his home at Gteenwood, 
but soon announced his intention of going 
to Cuba, as he said more money was to be 
made in a country where war was in prog- 
ress. His parents attempted to dissuade 
him, but failed, and in the latter part of Jan- 
“ary, accompanied by an unknown friend 
from Chicago, he left for Cuba. 

Nothing has since been heard from him by 
is friends here except through newspaper 
dispatches.

Father Muldoon’s Words. 


Dr. Stone's characterization of the socie- 
ty girl coincides with that of the Rev. Mr. 
Muldoon, the rector of St. Charles’ Roman 
Catholic Church, who said: 

‘I cannot understand why people insist 
on ascribing to them so much frivolity. Il 
have always found them interesting, gener- 
ally intellectual, and, asa rule, devout Chris- 
tian giris."’ 

A number of them from Father Muldoon’s 
parish entered into the retreat at the Semi- 
nary of the Sacred Heart, No. 485 West Tay- 
lor street, last week. The retreat began on 
Tuesday afternoon and closed on Saturday 
inorhing.

“It is consecration these girls are after,”’ 
went on the Mother Superior, *‘ and I cannot 
recall any time when the same interest was 
felt in the retreat which we experience this 
year.”’ 

All the girls go to confession, and renew 
the vows made in confirmation, that they 
will stifle all envy, hatred, and uncharitable- 
ness. No indication is manifested they as- 
sociate Easter with new gowns, and no 
glance could be interpreted as a longing for 
a spring bonnet. They are not floundering 
about in the realm of materiality; they have 
met and consecrated themselves to spirit- 
uality.

NEEDS OF HIGH SCHOOLS. 


WILL BE TOPIC OF NEXT MEETING 
OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Focus of Contention Will Be the Cut 
of $150,000 in the Expenses of These 
Institutions—Mr. Thornton Defends 
His Position They Are Twice as Nu- 
merous and Costly as Need Be on 
Account of the Unfitness of the Pu- 
pliis Who Attend Them. " 

Another exciting meeting of the Board of 
Education, to deal with the subject of re- 
trenchment, may be expected tomorrow 
night. The estimates for the educational 
purposes sent to the City Council were cut 
down $250,075, and this cut has to be appor- 
tioned among the several committees. The 
focus of contention will be the cut of $150,- 
UUW in the expenses of the high schools. 

This necessity of reducing high school ex- 
penses has caused considerable attention to 
be given to the position assumed by Mr. 
Thornton, who claims the high schools are 
twice as numerous and costly as they need 
be, because not more than one-half of their 
On this sub- 
ject Mr. Thornton said yesterday: , 

‘“T am reported as saying one-half the 
pupils of the high schools should be sent . 
back to the grammar schools. I did not say 
this, but a committee was appointed some 
time ago to examine the pupils who were 
graduated from grammar schools last June 
and are now in the high schools, and 1 have 
no hesitation fn saying, in the light of this 
examination, one-half of them should not 
have been permitted to enter high schools. 
“This is not due at all to the teachers, but 
to the fact too much is required of the 
pupils, especially in the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grades, and to the absence of any 
Standard of admission to high schools. If 
the high schools examined all who came to 
them for admission the grammar school 
principals would be reluctant to offer any 
pupils who were not fitted to pursue aigh 
school studies successfully. 

“A principal of one of our largest schools 
told me he had forwarded a large class of © 
pupils to high schools this year, though he 
believed all or nearly all of them were unfit 
for it. He only did it, he said, because near- 


ly every other principal was doing it, and 


he had to do it, too, in order to protect his 
record. Now, examinations would put an 
end to this practice. There are objections 
to examinations also, but they are prefera- 
ble to existing methods. 

“I am told by Superintendents and teach- 
ers the examination of high school pupils 
this year has had an excellent effect. It 
caused more careful work and more careful 
grading of pupils in the grammar schools. 
I believe the examinations should be con- 
tinued, but they should be held before the 
pupils have beeen admitted to the high 
schools instead of afterward.” 

Supt. Nightingale said he did not believe 
more than 10 per cent of the high school 
pupils were unfit to pursue the course. In 
regard to cutting the high school allowance 
$150,000 he said it would be simply imposs!i- 
ble to conduct the schools at all after sucha 
cut. The School Management committee 
meets today, and will no doubt discuss this 
cut. 

Principal Armstrong of the Englewood 
High School, undismayed by the cut in high 
school expenses, is circulating a petition to . 
the Board of Education for the erection ofa 
new high school building on the Cook 
County Normal School grounds, . He has se- 
cured a number of signatures. 


DISCUSS THE HIGH SCHOOL CUT. 


Principals Hold a Secret Conference 
at the Sherman House. 

Nearly a dozen principals of Chicago high 
schools held a secret conference at ‘the Sher- 
man House yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the recent cut in the high schools 

Charles W. French of the Hyde Park High 
School, who acted as Chairman, said the 
prevailing sentiment expressed was that the 
proposed retrenchment is unnecessary and 
harmful, and will tend ‘to cripple the high 
schools and result in the loss of some of the 
best teachers. | 

“To show how unnecessary the presen 
move is,’’ said one of the principals, “ it4s 
only to know that there will be over $700,000 
more money available for the public schools 
next year than any previous year.”’

Perry, Ok., March 9.—/[Special.!—The news 
is confirmed today that John R. Skinner. an 
influential citizen and prominent merchant 
of Pawhuska, Osage Nation, for fifteen 
years post trader and worth $200,000, has 
been ordered out of the nation by Col. H. B.

sAID Had Been Accused of Theft and 


Threatened by His Stepfather. 
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Widow of the Late P. T. Barnum to 
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Return to Bridgeport, Conn, 

New York, March 9.—[Special.]—A special 
from Bridgeport, Conn., at one time the 
home of the widow of P. T.*Barnum, now 
the wife of Demetrius Callias Bey, the 
Greek nobleman, says she is coming back to 
America to live, and will probably make 
Bridgéport her home in the future. The 
dispatch says since the news of her return 
became known it has been asserted by many 
of her friends that she is disappointed in her 
marriage to the Greek, but this is denied by 
Benjamin Fish, a cousin of Mrs. Callias. 
One thing is certain, however, and that is 
the amount of the wealth Callias possesses 
js not as great as was represented at the 
time of the marriage. 

The wedding of Mrs. Barnum to the Greek 
nobleman took place in the Greek church 
at No. 340 West Fifty-third street, New 
York, on Aug. 8, 1895. It was a great sur- 
prise that she had selected a foreigner as a 
husband. When it was said he had several 
millions of money that explained it. After 
the ceremony Calliag nd his bridesailed for 
Paris, and since the time have traveled in 
Europe. When the! arrived at the Greek’s 
estate on the Islan. of Melita, where it was 
said he possessed great olive plantations, 
Mrs. Callilas was surprised and disappointed 
to learn the true value of her husband's pos- 
sessions. 

Then the Bey endeavored to get.:her to 
erect a grand palace on his estate or in some 
other part of Europe, but she declined to 
invest any part of her money abroad, and 
decided to return to America. 

In letters to Mrs. William Perry and Mrs. 
James Orcutt of this city Mrs. Callias speaks 
of her early return to America, but does not 
infer that the Bey will accompany her. At 
the death of the veteran showman he left 
his widow $100,000, Marina, the beautiful 
home in Bridgeport, and an annuity of $40,-

The lines themselves give plausibility 
to his conception so far as his part is con- 
cerned. Lady Macbeth’s lines do not nor 
could they be made to with justice. 

There is still another innovation, though 
not so marked a one, in Irving’s notion that 
Macbeth is, of all the Shakspearean charac- 
ters, the greatest poet. It may be suspected 
this construction is due to the temperament 
of the actor himself. All he has done, ever 
in mélodrama, bears the stamp of the sym- 
pathetic, 


as concomitant with poetic ability. That 
this was more marked in ‘* Macbeth ” than 
in other plays cannot be said. 

In the scenes made familiar by the great- 
ness of Shakspeare’s genius, it is needless to 
There 
was no longer to be seen the eccentricities of 
speech and carriage with which he has per- 
mitted himself to be too much identified and 
of self+surrender. If in the dagger 
scene he failed somewhat in giving it the 
utter horror of others, he redeemed it at 
banquet, where Banquo’s ghost sits at 
table, an unbidden and fearsome guest. The 
close of this scene was admirable. 

Doubt had been expressed, before the first 
portrayal of **‘ Macbeth ”’ in Chicago, in re- 
gard to the qualifications of Miss Ellen Terry 
for the portrayal of the greatest of all fem- 
inine rdles in English tragedy. None re- 
mained at the fall of the curtain last night. 


Miss Terry's intensity and fire, indeed, stood | 


chiefly in the way of Irving’s interpretation 
of Macbeth as the originator of the repeated 
crimes that gave him the throne of Scotland 
and enabled him to retain his seat upon it. 

The sleep-walking scene, that final test of 
an actress’ tragic abilities, was remarkable 
no less for its suppression than its vigor. 
The voice, preéminently such a voice as 
Lady Macbeth should be given, was hardly 
raised throughout, but it thrilled the house 
with each successive syllable. 

Perhaps nothing could give better proof 
of the ability behind the principal players 
than the scene in an English lane between 
Malcolm (Mr. Ben Webster), Macduff (Mr. 
F. Cooper), and Ross (Mr. Tyers). The con- 
veyance of the news of the slaughter of 
Macduff's entire household, its reception, 


/and the cheering note of revenge sounded 


by way of solace by Malcolm, were alike in 
commanding respect and admiration.

is captivating. But the second act ts irre- 
sistible. ‘—The sudden appearance of the Swiss 
Captain and the consternation of the womea 
created a humorous climax last evening that 
sent the audience into hysterjes of applause 
for fuily ten minutes. 

In the third act, where the cold indifference 
of the hero leads to the logical conclusion— 
that of being too cynical even to love—the in- 
terest flags somewhat, but Mr. Mansfield’s 
interpretation is consistent. 

Mr. Mansfield’s company is well chosen. 
As Reina Miss Beatrice Cameron does some 
excellent acting, with perhaps a trifle of ef- 
fusiveness at times. Miss Nora Lamison’s 
Louka is one of the strongest and most con- 
sistent character in the play. Mr. Orrin John- 
son as Maj. Saranoff and Mr. A. G. Andrews 
as Maj. Petkoff have the disadvantage of 
the play's overdrawn rdles to set off the 
quiet nonchalance of the leading character.

THE WISCONSIN LIBEL LAW. 

At the annual reunion of the Wisconsin 
editors last week a paper was read on the 
medieval libel ldws of that State, which are 
the same as existed in Illinois prior to the 
legislation of the present General Assembly. 
The author of the paper said the time had 
come to appeal for legislative intercession 
to get rid of a law which- 

Puts a premium on licensed piracy and tends 
to breed a class of professional blackmailers un- 
der forms of law. That every newspaper publish- 
ing a defamation should be given an opportunity 
to retract that defamation and correct errors in- 
jurious to others, and to offer that retraction and 
ail other mitigating circumstances in evidence 
upon trial is a proposition which only a prejudiced 
mind will controvert. The question of malice 
snould be left to be determined by all the circum- 
stances Which either party to an action can show, 
ang not, as now, decided against the defendant in 
advance by the law's presumptions. 

If the Wisconsin editors will set to work 
unanimously and heartilr, they will have 
no difficulty in getting what they want and 
in entting off punitive damages in all cases 
except thése where the defendant, having 
libeled a man, refuses deliberately to correct 
his error when asked to do so. 

The editors can call the attention of the 
members of the next Legislature to the fact 
that the modified law has been in operation 
in Michigan, Pennsylvania, and Indiana for 


| ‘Some time and in Illinois for eight months, 


and has given perfect satisfaction, Nobody 
has been wronged by it. It has not made 
newspapers more reckless, but it has de- 
prived shysters of a lucrative business, and 
a smaller number of speculative blackmail 
libel suits have been brought. 

The Legislature can be told also of that 
outrageous cause which occurred in Wiscon- 
sin last year, where the courts mulcted.an 
editor in a heavy sum because he printed in 
perfect good faith some remarks made in 
a legislative body. The editors can get the 
law they want if they will pull together 
and pull hard. 
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OUR NATIONAL DEFENSES. 
In the consideration of the relations of 
this country to Great Britain it should von- 
stantly be kept in mind that the latter power 
is not only strengthening itself at home 
but is also enormously increasing its offen- 
Sive and defensive power abroad. Prof. 
Goldwin Smith says in the columns of the 
Saturday Review: “The proposed mens- 
ures of Congress for strengthening our 
coast defenses have their sole cause in the 
menacing attitude of England, as, for in- 
stance, in carrying a Canadian road, avow- 
edly military, all along the northern front- 
ier of the United States, while the British 
bases in the West Indies for operations 
against us are also kept in a state of readi- 
ness which is a constant menace to this 
country.” 
In the face of this significant truth there 
are found Anglomaniacs in New York 
combining with labor demagogues to pre- 


vent this country from strengthening its | 


coast defenses and taking measures for 
self-protection against the menaces of for- 
eign powers. As the New York Sun well 
says: “ They would disarm us though we 
stand face to face with an always possible 
adversary who keeps armed to the teeth. 
They would render us defenseless against 
England under the pretext that all our diffi- 
culties with it should be settled by arbitra- 
tion, but really they would make America 
the prey of Great Britain.” 

There is but one way in which Great 
Britain's aggressive atiitude and her abili- 
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ty for assault upon our unprotected coasts 
can be made nugaiory, and that is by speed- 
ily placing our ports in a position to stand 
off her fleets and flying squadrons. So long 
as our seacoast cities are at the mercy of a 
foreign fleet it is the height of folly to talk 
about enforcing the Monroe doctrine or any 
other doctrine that involves a quarrel with 
a foreign power, with the ‘prospect of 
assault. When our coasts fre defended we

RIS EXPOSITION OF 1900. 

France is ™tetermined to usher out the 
nineteenth century with a blare of trum- 
pets and an exposition as great as that of 
1SU3 in Chicago. A mouthly organ of the 
exposition is already in the field. It 1s 
ealled the Nineteen Hundred, and is edited 
by Frederic Mayer, Paris correspondent of 
the London Times, and Maurice Bernhardt, 
son of the great Sarah. The paper is 
printed partly in French, but chiefly in Iin- 
glish, and is noteworthy as being the only 
newspaper in Paris printed in the latter 
language. 

Froin the latest numbers of this periodic- 
al it is evident that the Paris project is at 
present still in the “ Sturm und Drang” 
period, corresponding to the exciting days 
when the subject of sites was agitating 
Chicago. The exposition projectors have 
laid their plans for a site that includes all 
the old grounds used in 1889 and a consid- 
erable tract of the Champs Elysées, on the 
other side of the Seine, besides. Upon this 
the Parliamentary Commission made a hos- 
tile report, urging that the site be confined 
to the left bank of the Seine, with the ex- 
ception of the Trocadero, which was in- 
cluded in the former fair. This would ¢on- 
demn the enterprise as a second-rate affair 
from the beginning and would take it com- 
pletely out of the class of the Chicago I:x- 
position.

A HINT TO AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS. 

A Japanese gentleman, the owner of one 
of the leading papers of that country, was 
interviewed recently by a reporter for a 
New York paper. A part of the conversa- 
tion was as follows: 

‘What is the state of trade bétween Japan and 
the United States?’ asked the reporter 

‘ We sell as much as we ever did to the United 
Siates,”’ said Mr. Oishi. *‘ But the United States 
sell even less to us than they did. Your manu 

eturers ought to know that we take the money 
you pay us for our goods and buy goodsin Enclanw. 
We can buy cheaper in England than in the 
United States. Besides, England has always care- 
fully manufactured for us just what we want. 
You have never done that. You are too busy, I 
cuess.”’ 

The manufacturers of New England and 
other parts of the country should notice 
the two allegations made by this Japanese. 
One of them is that they let their English 
competitors undersell them in a market 
which Americans ought to control. 

Perhaps the manufacturers, paying more 
for their labor than their English rivals 
do, cannot help that. But that is not so as 
regards the other complaint, which is that 
the English find out what the Japanese 
want and then make it, while the manu- 
facturers of this country make what Amer- 
icans Want and are surprised that the Japa- 
nese do not want just the same thing. 

This is the old story. It is what the 
United States Consuls are saying contin- 
ually—that American manufacturers do 
not try to capture foreign markets by 
studying the tastes, customs, and require- 
ments of the people of other countries. 
They make goods and say to the foreigners, 
“ If you do not like them you need not take 
them.” 

That is not the way to build up a trade. 
It is, however, quite desirable that the 
manufacturers of this country should get 
a footing in foreign markets and help the 
farmers in paying for the imported goods. 
‘rr . . e . 

(here are many industries in this country 
the capacity of whose plants is in excess of 
domestic needs. A market should be found 
for these surplus products, but it cannot be 
as long as the manufacturer does not try 
to find out what the foreign consumer 
wants but makes simply what he thinks 
that consumer ought to want.

In metal work our Anglo-Saxon race, with 
greater inventive and technical skin 
ego surpassed the expert smiths of Venice 
Even a hundred years ago the forges of 
Sheffield and Birmingham had surpa 
all other artificers in iron and stee}.

There are thousands of art amateurs who 
are busy on this lovely Venetian iron work, 
and in all probability there will be ten op 
a hundred timeg as many ere long. It js 
easy, artistic, ‘dnd healthful... Better still, 
its products are both beautiful and useful, 
strong and durable. A skillful hand and 
delicate taste can fashion the iron into e 
thousand household articles, from a picture 
frame, chafing dish holder, and parlor stand- 
ing lamp to a superb window grill or a i- 
brary table. 

Ingenious tools and instruments where- 
with the artists work are, of course, neces- 
vary to this new fad. Some are the same 
as those employed by the old Venetian mas- 
ters; others are the result of American in- 
ventive genius.

PAY OF ENGINEERS AND JANITORS. 

Mr. Waters Says They Have to Hire 
All Their Own Help. 

There was not an employé around the 
rooms of the Board of Education yesterday 
who did not appear to be indignant at the 
representations of a morning new spaper con- 
cerning the salaries paid to the engineers 
and janitors of the public schools. 

“I supposed every one who visited these 
Offices knew the salary paid one of our en- 
gineers.or janitors really represented three 
or four salaries,” Engineer Waters said. 
“The engineer of a school heated by steam 
is also the janitor of the building, and has to 
pay all his help out of his own pocket. An 
engineer who receives $215 a month has to 
hire for six or seven months of the yeara 
fireman at SO and roomsweepers at $35 a 
month more. The janitors are mainly in 
care of schools which are heated by furnaces 
or stoves, and they also have to spend a large 
part of their salaries for help. 

“As to a comparison between the pay of 
our engineers and janitors and the pay of the 
engineers and janitors of the schools in New 
York, it is unfair. Our « ngineers and janitors 
have to rent theirown 4 wellings, while those 
of New York eet their lodgings free, and they 
are splendid lodgings, too, worth at least $35 
a month.’”’ 

Business Manager Guilford corroborated 
all Mr. Waters said, and added: 

* It has been said our engineers and jan- 
itors had nothing to do in July and August. 
Rut the truth is they are worked harder then 
than any other time, on account of the house- 
cleaning operations.”
